Does downtown redevelopment 


mean people displacement?

SAN DIEGO—Just suppose the. 


first Christmas was only 30 years ago. 
What would happen if Jesus of 


_ Nazareth tried to. exercise His public - 


ministry in downtown San Diego? 


“He'd do okay as long as He didn’t 
create a public disturbance or try to 
preach in Horton Plaza or ask for 
money for the poor or associate with 
prostitutes or derelicts,” said Father 
Douglas Regin. ‘‘Otherwise He 
wouldn't be welcome here.” 


FATHER REGIN is executive 


director of Catholic Community: 


Services. He has been asked by the 
city of San Diego to be part of a 
special task force which will make 
recommendations to the City Council 
concerning the future of downtown 
redevelopment, a course of action 
ultimately aimed at “sanitizing” the 
area of street people who just “don’t 
fit in” with San Diego’s image as 
America’s finest city, he said. 

Also on the task force is Holy 
Spirit Sister Raymonda DuVall, 
director of CCS’ emergency .assist- 
ance program and, the House: of 
Rachel for women. 


Both feel that the city is ultimately 
trying to create an “invisible barrier” 
west of 10th Avenue aimed at keeping 
at a distance from downtown “those 
people that create a negative image, a 
negative impact on business,” in 
Father Regin’s words. 


THERE IS NO question that 
derelicts, panhandlers, and other 


. Street. people are creating social 


problems, crime, and generally 
making a nuisance of themselves, 
which is why the Public Services 
Committee of the City Council 
directed the city manager in January 
to create a special task force to study 
the problem and make recommenda- 
tions at the end of June. 


But Father Regin feels that the task 


force he and Sister Raymonda are on ° 


is pretty much window dressing, 
because the city is already committed 
to redevelopment and the resulting 
displacement of many people, 


especially the poor and the elderly. 
_Sister -Raymonda perceives four

‘special assistant to the city manager, 
' has called “skid row” problems. 


’ “THERE ARE representatives from 
the human services agencies who 
want to see what can be done for 
people. There are the businessmen 
who want to make undesirables just © 
disappear. There are the police who 
see the problems of growing crime. 
And there are people who are simply 
naive, who have no idea what it’s like 
to be poor, whether the working poor, 
the unemployed, or people who for 
One reason or another have just 
chosen a street lifestyle,” said Sister 
Raymonda. 


Father Regin is aleried with the - 
rate at which low-cost housing is 
disappearing in the downtown area, 
with no provision made for the 
relocation or resettlement of the 
mostly poor and elderly who are 
losing their homes—mostly cheap 
rented rooms—to make way for new 
offices, hotels, higher-cost housing 
such as condominiums, and the 
proposed convention center.

‘LIMITED VICTORY—The Su- 
preme Court's decision upholding a 
Utah law requiring parental notifica- 
tion when an immature, dependent 
minor seeks an abortion was called a 
positive though limited victory for the 
pro-life movement, Pro-life officials 
and others said the decision was 


_ encouraging but also lamented that 


laws requiring parental consent 
rather than notification still cannot be 
enacted. 


LIFE HEARINGS SET— Two 
Senate subcommittees plan to hold 
joint hearings in April on proposals to 
declare that human life begins at 
either conception or fertilization. 
Among the proposals to be con- 
sidered is a bill introduced by Sen. 
Jesse Helms (R-N.C.), which would 
declare that for purposes of the 14th 
Amendment to the Constitution 
human life begins at conception. 


PRIESTS MISSING— Fathers 
Conrado de la Cruz and Juan Jose 
Rosello are among 615 persons who 
have disappeared in Guatemala, 
according to a detailed list compiled 
by Amnesty International in London. 
Father-de la Cruz, amissionary of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary, has been 
missing since last May 1. Father 
Rosello was abducted last July. 


LAETARE MEDALIST—Edmund S. 
Muskie, former secretary of state and 
22-year veteran of the U.S. Senate, is 
the 1981 recipient of Notre Dame 
University’s Laetare Medal, oldest 
honor accorded American Catholics. 
He is the first Polish-American to win 
the medal, awarded since 1883 to a 
distinguished Catholic in this 
country.

Mrs. Curran told 300 conference 
participants at the Hotel del Coro- 
nado. Many Catholic women hesitate 
to get actively involved in various 
- aspects of parish ministry because 
they claim.membership in an order 
Curran calls “JAL—Just a Lay- 
woman.” 


LAYWOMEN UNDERRATE them- 

- Selves consistently, Mrs. Curran said, 

even though the parish depends on 
the involvement of laywomen. 


The nationally syndicated colum- 
nist, who has worked as a consultant 
in parishes and family life ministries 
throughout the country, cited seven 
unique gifts that the Catholic 
‘laywoman brings to the Church. 


First of all, women have a special 
ability to perceive needs. “Women 
can put their finger on whatis needed 
__ ina parish just as they do in their own 
- families.” 
Mrs. Curran paired this ability with 
the ability of women to be more 
- Sensitive to relationships. 


“WE ALSO HAVE the gift of 
celebrating and ritualizing—at home, 
women do the parties; we gather the 
people, tell the story, break the bread. 
That's what the liturgy is all about and 


liturgy committees are a good place 


for women to share that gift.” 


A sense of humor, so important in 
potentially explosive situations, is yet 
another gift that women bring to 
parish ministry. “We've got to get 
away from the notion that grim is 
reverent,” she said. 


Many women in the audience 
nodded in hearty agreement when 
Mrs. Curran noted that women are also 
very Capable when it comes to 
coordinating calendars and sched- 
ules. Often in the home, it’s the 
women’s job to minimize and eliminate 
conflicts in appointments, social 
engagements, club meetings, and 
other outside commitments of family 
members. : 


“WOMEN EXEMPLIFY hope too,” 
Mrs. Curran explained. “It spills over 
into life— you know, God didn’t bring 
us this far to letthe Church die; justas 
we never give up on our children, we 
bring that kind of hope to our 


-Church.” 


Lastly, Mrs. Curran cited the 
willingness of women to continue 


‘learning. She challenged her 


audience to become more effective in 
Parish life in various ways.

Reagan shooting brings gun control plea 


At this writing, President Ronald Reagan lies in the 
intensive-care unit of a Washington hospital, the victim of 
a would-be assassin’s bullet. Three other men are also in 
that hospital with bullet wounds— including presidential 
press secretary James Brady, who is fighting for his life. 


Archbishop John R. Roach, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, called the attempt on the 
president’s life a saddening and disturbing event, and a 
time for prayer and reflection. 


As printed elsewhere on this page, Bishop Leo T. Maher 
called the shooting tragic and expressed his hope “for 
Stricter laws and graver penalties to eliniinate the criminal 
from our streets.” 


_ Back in January, at the time of the senseless murder of 
popular music star John Lennon, | wrote a plea for gun 


control in this column. The events of last Monday reflect 


that little in our society has changed. 

, My gun control observations bear repeating: 

Such crimes will continue as long as we have the almost 
unrestricted sale of handguns in this country. 
' John Lennon’s death is only the tip of the iceberg. More 
than 23,000 Americans died of gone in 1980; almost 
3,000 in California. 

Gun control is, of course, a eon vcrit subject. 


Many decent, law-abiding citizens feel the need to have 
a gun nearby as protection against the criminal element in 
our society. 


They insist having a gun is a right guaranteed them by 
the Constitution, and they resist any legislative attempt to 
curtail gun possession. 


. Itseems to me, the right to bear arms refers to organizing 
a militia for self-defense. This is a far cry from handguns, 


which are only instruments of death sour to at. 


human beings. 


The Catholic bishops of the United States, pS a 
November statement on capital punishment, made several 
recommendations regarding the problems of crime and 
violence. They declared, “We urge particularly the 
importance of restricting the oy avelen of guns and 
other weapons of violence.” 


Who, other than a criminal or a gun addict, could argue 
with the bishops’ position? The ease with which virtually 
anyone can obtain a handgun, such as the so-called 
“Saturday Night Special,” is a national disgrace.. 


The man who shot John Lennon was sold a gun merely 
because he had no previous criminal record. As his case 
clearly shows, there is no way to prevent a mentally 
incompetent person from obtaining a gun, unless that 
person has a criminal record. Apparently, the only 
justification necessary for buying a gun is the need for self- 
defense. So that means any of us, solid citizen or criminal, 
is entitled to one. 


Those who oppose gun restriction use glib slogans such 
as “Guns don't kill, people do,” and “When guns are 
outlawed, only outlaws will have guns.” 


People do kill, indeed they do. But the killing is so much 


easier and more likely to happen if the gun is handy. 


When he was in Washington, Pope John Paul II delivered 
an address in which he cautioned us to be aware of “false 
slogans.” “Guns don’t kill, people do,” and “When guns are 
outlawed, only outlaws will have guns” are two such false 
slogans.

(Kennedy), and the third in 1971 
(Nixon). The fourth will begin in 
Washington, D.C., on Nov. 30, with 
President Reagan, California’s 
former governor, in the White House. 


Incidentally, Sister Sheila Walsh, 
director of the Division of Social 
Welfare of the California Catholic 
Conference, and Valeria Scott of the 
Department on Aging of San Diego’s 
Catholic Community Services, have 
been appointed. by Gov.

Helen Yost, coordinator, Commis- 
sion on Aging, Los Angeles; Sister 
Adrian Garbarino, director for the 
Office for the Aging,. Fresno diocese;

THE CALIFORNIA conference, 
expected to be attended by more than 
1,000 persons, will develop’ local 
policy recommendations to be sent to 
Washington as the priorities for 
national action on issues which 
concern older Californians.

Good and evil 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—The battle between good and 
evil has entered “a new phase, even a definitive phase,” 
Pope John Paul Ii told 10,000 Roman university students in 
St. Peter’s Basilica recently. 


At the traditional pre-Easter Mass for students the pope 
called for clarity of fought and action in the fight against 
evil. 


“Learn to think, speak, and act according. to the 
principles of simplicity and evangelical clarity — ‘yes, yes, 
no, no,’” he said. “Learn to call white, white and black, 
black; evil, evil and good, good. Learn to call sin, sin and 


~ not to call it liberation and progress even if its entire 


methodology and propaganda are to the contrary.” 


Pope John Paul warned the young people that the forces 
of evil “entice” men and women with an. “apparently 


limitless” view of freedom. 


“It entices man with a freedom that is not its own,” the 
pope said. “lt entices in order to show at the end that this 
freedom is nothing but an adaption to various 
restrictions —to restrictions of the senses and instincts, to 
restrictions of situations, to restrictions of information and 
various means. of communication, to restrictions of 
modern ways of thinking, evaluating, behaving.” 


Such a world view allows one to avoid “the fundamental 
question, that is; if certain behavior is good or evil, See ety 
or unworthy,” Pope John Paul added. 


He urged the students to consider freedom in the terms 


expressed by Christ: “Know the truth, and the'truth will set 
you free.” 


“The battle between the kingdom of evil, of the evil spirit, 
and the kingdom of God has not ceased, has not ended, i 
the pope said. 


“It has only entered.a inew ee even a definitive phase. 


‘In this phase the battle lasts throughout centuries, ever. 


new in human history.”

That is a terrible thought, but we are not fazed by

We have constantly to rebuke our own 
indifference to the words of God, constantly to 
renew our failing commitment. Few of us are truly 
zealous in our Christian dedication. 


And yet indifference is an awful indictment of our 
capacity to understand the nature of Jesus; 
lukewarmness a measure of our ability to give of 
ourselves in responsive love. They say very plainly

that we have no idea of what God or life is all about.

Throughout this Lenten season the Church has 
been preparing her catechumens for baptism 


during the Easter Vigil, and calling those already 


baptized to renew their own faith. We have died with . 


Christ in the baptismal waters, and we shall rise with 
Him to newness of life. Our three readings today 
concern our life in Christ in its final reality, the 
resurrection of the dead. 


The Book of the Prophet Ezekiel concerns the fall 


of Jerusalem in 587 B.C. and Israel’s subsequent © 


captivity in Babylon. Israel's infidelity to its unique 
covenant with God has brought the nation to its 
ultimate state of degradation: like an army 
devastated by death and destruction, the bones of 
her warriors lie scattered in heaps. 


BUT THE MESSAGE of God’s prophet is one of 
hope and consolation. In a scene reminiscent of the 
Creation in Genesis, the Breath—the Spirit— of the 
Lord moves across the plain, opening the graves 
and reassembling the skeletons, clothing them in 
flesh.

And finally we see the Divine Breath infusing new 
life in the resurrected bodies, the same Spirit who 
will bring Jesus back from His grave. In the fullness 
of time this prophecy will come to symbolize the 
resurrection which awaits the New Israel—the 
Church —on the Last Day.

about 57 A.D., near the end of His ministry. He 
confronts the Christian paradox of being sanctified 
by the Spirit yet still living in the human flesh with its 
tendency toward sin. Our flesh is constantly at war 
with the spirit, a reality which the baptized must 
confront at each moment in life. - 


YET LIFE ITSELF has a fuller dimension than just 
existing; life lived to the fullest means life 
thoroughly alive in the Spirit of God. God the Father 
has raised His Son in the Spirit, a Spirit we possess. 


through God's grace, through the sacraments. 


To have the Spirit is to live in Christ and for Christ 
to live in-us. And we shall have the fullest measure of 
the Spirit on the day of the Resurrection, the final 
grace-filled event when even our flesh shall be 
restored and transfigured. 


The resurrection and the life 


St. John’s Gospel is a book of signs, the 
miraculous manifestations of God’s hidden power, 
now visible in Jesus, which point to the arrival of the 
Kingdom. And in today’s reading we have the final 
sign of the Kingdom, the resurrection of Lazarus 
which points to Jesus’ own resurrection. 


JESUS IS THE RESURRECTION and the Life, 
and He proves it by doing the seemingly impossible. 
He commands Lazarus to come out of the tomb, and 
even the stench of bodily corruption must give way 
to the creative, animating word of God. 


Jesus is the Word incarnate, and He is triumphant 
over death itself. In fact Jesus is life itself, a life 
which will be communicated to all who believe in 
Him on the Last Day, a life available to us even now 


through the Spirit. 


The resurrection of the body is real, and not justa 
symbol for the eternal life pledged to us in the Spirit 
here and now. Tertullian (d. 220) witnesses this 
early—and constant—belief of the Church: “Not 
the soul, but the natural body which died, is that 
which is to rise again. The resurrection of Lazarus 
commented on Christ's resurrection, as the Second 
Adam, and guarantees our own.”

Sister: morality missing ingredient 


WASHINGTON (NC)—A nun who 
directs a program for pregnant teen- 
agers told Congress that federal 
programs aimed at helping such 
teen-agers should be based on moral 
principles. 


“We do not have a generation 
where morality has been tried and 
found wanting, we have a generation 
where morality hasn’t even been 
tried,” Mercy Sister Maureen Joyce of 
Albany, N.Y., told a Senate appropria- 
tions subcommittee. 


“ONE OF OUR country’s most 
expensive lessons has been that 
widespread promotion of contra- 
ceptives to teen-agers, availability of 
abortion to all, and sex education 
programs which ignore a value 
system do not work,” she said. 


She said that in the state of New 
York reported instances of child 
abuse have increased 47 percent 
despite promotion of abortion as a 
way to make every child a wanted 
child.

WASHINGTON— Last rites were administered by 
a Viatorian priest to the three men wounded in the 
attack on President Ronald Reagan ata Washington 
hotel March 30. 


Father Joseph Donahue, 76, described as a long- 
time member of the Building and Construction 
Trades Department of the AFL-CIO, gave the last 
rites to Timothy J. McCarthy, 31, a Secret Service 
officer; Thomas K. Delehanty, 45, a Washington 
police officer, and James Brady, 40, Reagan’s press 
secretary, shortly after the three were gunned down. 


McCARTHY, THE SECRET SERVICE officer, has 
been described by his Catholic former pastor and 
teacher in Chicago as a volunteer parish handyman 
and an “aggressive kid” who was too small to make 
his high school football team. 


Brady is an Episcopalian. Delahanty is also a 
Catholic and a member of St. Joseph's parish, 
Beltsville, Md., in the Archdiocese of Washington. 
He also received the last rites in the hospital from 
Father R. Joseph Dooley, a chaplain for the 
Washington police and fire departments. Delehanty 
and his wife Jean live in the Washington suburbs. 


The three wounded men were described as 
recovering in Washington hospitals March 31. 


McCARTHY, A NINE-YEAR veteran of the Secret 
Service, is the son of Betty and Norman McCarthy, a 
Chicago police officer said to have inspired his 
son’s career in law enforcement. Young McCarthy 
wanted to be a Secret Service agent during college 


emeritus of St. Denis parish on Chicago’s South 
Side, the McCarthys were a strong Irish Catholic 
family active in the parish. They lived about three 
blocks from the church. In 1963 Timothy McCarthy 
graduated from the parish school and worked inthe 
parish buildings as a handyman during his high 
school and college days. Young McCarthy and his 
family “were always around the parish,” Father 
Fulmer told the Chicago Catholic, archdiocesan 
newspaper. 


They were “a delightful family, good and active in 
the parish,” added Dominican Sister Elizabeth 
Lynch, St. Denis school principal. She recalled that 
Tim McCarthy’s sisters were also students at St. 
Denis. 


McCARTHY GRADUATED from the University of 
lilinois with a degree in finance. Despite his trouble 
with football in high school, he made the varsity 
football team at Illinois and earned a letter. 


While waiting to enter the Secret Service, he 
worked on the Chicago docks as a laborer. 


_“Our dad was a Chicago cop for 35 years... that 
really inspired him,” McCarthy’s sister, Laurie, told 
the press after the shooting of her brother. 


McCARTHY AND HIS WIFE, Carol, also of 
Chicago, live in northern Virginia, outside 
Washington, with their two adopted children. He 
was assigned to Washington in 1979.

Anglican-Roman Catholic International Commis- 
sion (ARCIC). 

(REGARDING ANGLICAN orders, which were 
declared null and void by. Pope Leo XIII in 
1896, Bishop Clark asked for a reappraisal. He 
rejected as ecumenically unsatisfactory the 
approach that saw validity as being achieved almost 
by stealth by the participation of bishops with 
orders recognized by Rome as valid in Anglican 
episcopal ordinations.) j 


The congregation’s statement noted that its 
response last year included “the possibility of a 
‘pastoral provision’ which will provide, for those 
who desire it, a common identity reflecting certain 
elements in their own heritage.” At the time of the 
announcement last summer, a spokesman for the 
NCCB said the common identity would not bein the 
form of a new rite like the Eastern Catholic rites, but 
more like a vicariate for the Vietnamese refugees in 
the United States. : 


The congregation continued: “The entrance of 
these persons into the Catholic Church should be 
understood as the ‘reconciliation of those 
individuals who wish for full Catholic communion’ 
of which the Decree on Ecumenism (No. 4) of the 
Second Vatican Council speaks.” In other words, 
these Episcopalians are converting to Catholicism. 

NOTING THAT THE HOLY SEE has granted an 
exception to the rule of priestly celibacy for the 
married Episcopal clergymen involved, the 
congregation said this exception “should not be 


-. understood as implying any change in the Church’s 


oversee its implementation, and to deal with the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith in 
questions pertaining to the admission of former 
Episcopal clergy into the Catholic priesthood.” 


While Catholic officials last summer called the 
Vatican decision a “pastoral response” to the desire 
expressed by a number of Episcopal priests to be 
united to the Catholic Church, Episcopal Church 
leaders said the decision could harm ecumenical 
relations. i 


Episcopal Bishop Albert W. Van Duver of New 

Jersey said then that requiring the Episcopal priests 
to be ordained again “appears to reopen the ancient 
controversy about the unwillingness of the Roman 
‘Catholic Church to recognize the validity of 
ordination in the Anglican Church.” The Episcopal 
Church is a branch of the Anglican Communion, 
which originated in the break by King Henry VIII of 
England with the Catholic Church in the 16th 
century. 


ARCHDEACON JAMES H. GAMBRILL, vicar 
general of the Episcopal Diocese of Newark, N.J., 
said, “| don’t think the Roman Catholic Church as a 
body takes very seriously the ecumenical 
_movement.” . 


He said the Episcopalians seeking to join the 
Catholic Church are “dissidents” who object to two 
changes in the Episcopal Church: the ordination of 
women and revisions in the Book of Common 
Prayer. They might not be satisfied with the Catholic 
Church either, he said.

Expressing also the bishops’ 
concern “for the continued suffering 
endured by so many poor and 
defenseless people in El Salvador, 
where thousands have been killed 
since. the archbishop’s assassina- 
tion,” Archbishop Roach said they 
hoped “that vigorous steps toward a 
political solution will.be taken by all 
parties responsible, assuring the full 
and free participation in the national 
life of all sectors committed to a more 
just and equitable society.” 


Preaching at the same altar where 
Archbishop Romero was assas- 
sinated a year ago, his biographer, 
Jesuit Father Jesus Delgado, said 
that local efforts to seek beatification 
of the “martyred archbishop have 
found warm response” at the Vatican. 


FATHER DELGADO gave the 
homily at a memorial Mass attended 
by priests and Religious of San 
Salvador in the chapel of Divine 
Providence Hospital. The archbishop 
was felled there about 6 p.m. on the 
night of his assassination. « 


The Jesuit, who is writing a 
biography of Archbishop Romero, 
has been.a frequent visitor to Rome. 


“There has been strong interest at 
the Vatican in my work” as potential 
material for the introduction of the 
cause for the archbishop’s beatifica- 
tion, said Father Delgado.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (NC)—A 
bishop killed 431 years ago for 
defending Indians was honored ina 
month-long series of lectures 
sponsored by an ecumenical group. 


Bishop Antonio Valdivieso was 
knifed to death in 1550 by agents of 
Spanish governor Rodrigo Contreras 
to stop the clergyman’s crusade to 
free the Indians from the plantation 
owners. He had been named the third 
bishop of Nicaragua tive years earlier. 


The Antonio Valdivieso Ecumen- 
ical Center in Managua was the site of 
the lectures which began Feb. 26, the 
anniversary of -his death. Catholic 
priests and Protestant ministers 
linked him to Archbishop Oscar 
Romero of San Salvador, El Salvador, 
who was slain a year ago for his work 
for social justice. 


Both churchmen, said Father Juan 
Hernandez Pico, “undertook the 
adventure of building a new eco- 
nomic -order at the service of the 


» majority, not the privileged elite.” 


Bishop Valdivieso was ordained by 
another defender of the Indians in 
colonial times, Dominican Bishop 
Bartolome de las Casas of Chiapas, 
Mexico.

The Catholic League for Religious and Civil 
Rights, rebuffed in its efforts to have the California 


attorney general’s office investigate the publisher of - 


a series of anti-Catholic comic books, is planning a 
new three-pronged attack on the publications. — 


The latest effort to undercut the credibility of the 


- comic books produced in California by Jack Chick 


came amid reports that the publications are being 
found all over the country. In one case, a priest 
discovered the comic book Sabotage on the altar as 
he prepared to celebrate Mass. 


MICHAEL SCHWARTZ, director of public affairs 
for the Milwaukee-based Catholic League, said his 
organization planned first to file a criminal 
complaint with the U.S. postal. inspector against 
Chick for mail fraud. 


“It. is a much more effective way to discredit 
Chick, to get him into court and prove that his claims 
are fraudulent,” said Schwartz. He said the mail 
fraud complaint would be less time-consuming than 
a libel action against Chick, but also noted that such 
a move would require concurrence from a U.S. 
attorney or the chief postal inspector. 


Other actions planned by the. Catholic League, 
according to Schwartz, included a letter to the 
Christian Booksellers Association advising that the 
sale of Chick’s publications should be considered 
contrary to the mission of a Christian bookstore and 
warning that anyone who knowingly distributes 
libelous material is subject to penalty: 


SCHWARTZ SAID the third action ‘would be to 
encourage the National Conference of Christians 
and Jews to get more pastors to speak out against 


religious bigotry. 


The Catholic League in late January filed the 
complaint with the California attorney general’s 
office. But Schwartz said the state declined to 
pursue the complaint because of its hesitance with 
cases having First Amendment free press and free 
religion implications. 


The series of comic books, first discovered in 
Christian bookstores more thana year ago, purport 
to tell the story of Alberto Rivera, who claims to have 
been ordained a Jesuit priest in Spain assigned to 
infiltrate and destroy Protestant churches. He 
eventually became a “Christian” and set out to show 


_ that the Catholic Church is the anti-Christ and the 


“whore of Babylon” of apocalyptic biblical lore. 


THREE COMIC BOOKS currently are line at 
Alberto, Double Cross, and Sabotage. 


The Catholic League announced late last year 
that it had proof from Church officials in Spain that 
Rivera never functioned as a priest there. Chick 
charged in response that records of Rivera's 
ordination had been “systematically destroyed.” 


The evangelical Protestant magazine Christianity 
Today also has termed Chick’s comic books “a 
fraud.”

VATICAN CITY (NC) —Pope John Paul II will visit 
the Italian cities of Bergamo and Sotto Il Monte on

After a career that included diplomatic posts in 
Bulgaria, Turkey, Greece, and France, he was 
named cardinal-patriarch of Venice.

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‘ Poland’s uneasy alliance 


between Church and state

The bells of Catholic churches have joined the 
outcry of strident factory sirens in demanding 
something better for the Polish citizen. 


The bells and sirens protest police beatings of 


unionists and call for anti-government strikes as 
labor unrest continues to ripple and swell in Poland 
after almost a year of political and economic 
difficulties. Government and Communist Party 
leaders have fallen. Threats have been issued by an 
angry Soviet neighbor. Bread lines lengthen. 


THROUGHOUT THE CRISES, which began with 
strikes last August, the Catholic Church has 
emerged as a voice strongly backing worker 
demands while asking government and labor for 
moderation and responsibility in their actions. 


On March 13 the Catholic bishops urged workers 
to show restraint and cautioned that “their justified 
efforts to renew the life of the nation” should not be 
abused. A week later police attacks on farm workers 
brought as much protest from the priests and 
bishops as from Solidarity union organizers. 


Christ’s statue points an angry finger toward a 
rainy sky in Warsaw. The massive black-stone 
figure, depicting an agonizing Jesus on His way to 
Calvary, leans over the parapet in front of the 
Church of the-Holy Cross. 


THE ANGRY FINGER POINTS just as it did in 
1944 when German tanks flushed men, women, and 
children from the vaults beneath Holy Cross and 
forced them to be human barricades during attacks 
in insurgent strongholds during the Warsaw 
uprising. 

Today the baroque interior of the church is dim, lit 
by thousands of votive candles and a few overhead 
chandeliers. Even on days when no services are 
held the church is about one-quarter filled with old 
women, businessmen, high school students, and 
young women. All are praying at various side altars 
or in the main body of the church. 


The hearts’ of composer Frederic Chopin and 
novelist Wladyslaw Reymont are entombed in those 
walls and the reliquaries marked with mounds of 
fresh flowers. Another tablet is an epitaph-for Gen. 
Wladyslaw Sikorski, head of the Polish government- 
in-exile during World War Il. 


DURING THE WAR and throughout the 1,000 
years of Polish Christian history the Church has 
been a symbol of pride, a means of resistance, anda 
vehicle for keeping in touch with a fierce national 
identity. 


The broad popular support for Catholicism was 
the kind of power base needed by the government 
when it requested aid from Cardinal Stefan 
Wyszynski of Gniezno and Warsaw, the Polish 
primate. Last August the cardinal was asked to help 
in calming the fears of the population confronted 
with economic and political woes. But the furrowed 
brows were many among the Communist Party 
leaders when Cardinal Wyszynski declared his firm 
support for the growing union movement in 
October. 


The cardinal was again called -upon by the 
government in March when strikes threatened 
disruptions as Warsaw Pact nations CORnGUCIED 
military maneuvers in Poland. 


THE CARDINAL AND BISHOPS and priests stil! 
strongly influence daily events. 

“The Church has played the role of concerned 
bystander,” said a U.S. diplomat in Warsaw. 


“The religious leaders know how far to push 
authorities, but what transpired over the past few 
months probably wasn’t quite how the Church 


would have gone about it,” he added, referring to the 


spread of labor unrest. 


The bishops have warned about possible Soviet” 


intervention and asked the public not to take action 
that “could expose our motherland to the threat of 
endangering freedom and statehood.” Such 
statements have been. slightly offset by priests 
becoming more active in the growing labor 
movement or at least verbally supporting Ze 
strikers. 


PRIESTS WERE QUITE obvious last year when 
they publicly administered sacraments in the closed 
factories during the massive strikes that swept the

country leading to the formation of Solidarity, the 
first independent trade union in a Communist-ruled 
country. Their influence also kept workers out of the 
streets, preventing any excuse by the government to 
use force to put down the movement. 


The government says that the civic commitment 
of Polish church-goers does not interfere with their 
religious commitment. 


The people who fill the churches every Sunday 
“participate in the construction of socialism every 
day’’ in government, military, and workers’ 
organizations, said one government official. 


“THAT COOPERATION IS important,” he added, 
hedging on the anomaly that a self-proclaimed 
atheist state would require such assistance from 
religious-minded citizens. 


The statements indicate that the Church. will 
continue to be needed as - mediator whether it 
wishes to or not. 


In 1978 Interpress published a book, The Church 
in Poland, by Adam Pienarski. 


“WELL AWARE OF THE BROAD extent and 
1,000-year-old tradition of Catholicism in Poland, 
Communists and Socialists came to recognize the 
necessity of building unanimity among working 
people, believers and non-believers,” said the book. 


“The Socialist commitment of millions of 
Catholics and followers of other denominations is 
as much a fact as the existence of followers of 
capitalism among non-believers. For that reason, 
Communists feel closer to Catholics who support 
socialism than they do to atheists who oppose it,” it 
said.

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Pope asks for renewed trust | 


in power of the Holy Spirit 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— Pope John Paul I! asked 
all Catholic bishops’ conferences to send 
representatives to Rome for Pentecost, June 7, to 
“entrust to the power of the Holy Spirit the Church 


and her mission among all nations of the world of 


today and tomorrow.” 


‘The invitation was contained in a papal letter to 
bishops marking the 1,600th anniversary of the First 
Council of Constantinople, which defined the divine 
nature of the Holy Spirit, and the 1,550th 
anniversary of the Council of Ephesus, which 
proclaimed the Bivins motherhood of the Virgin 
Mary. 


THE POPE EXPRESSED hope thatthe councils of 
Constantinople and Ephesus, ‘‘which were 
expressions of the faith taught and professed by the 
undivided Church, will make us grow in mutual 
understanding with our-beloved brothers in the East 
and in the West; with whom we are still not united by 
full ecclesial communion.” 


He said the Catholic Church, along with other 
churches, seeks “in prayer, with humility and with 
trust, the paths to unity.” © 


But Pope John Paul said the Catholic Church 
would not abandon its special veneration of Mary, 
which has sometimes. been an obstacle to 
ecumenical progress. 

THE SECOND VATICAN Council, the pope said, 
“summarizes in felicitous words Mary’s unbreak- 
able relationship with Christ and with the Church.” 


Pope John Paul said Church renewal “must be 
both an updating and a consolidation of what is 
eternal and constitutive of the Church’s mission.” 


Such renewal “can be carried out only in the Holy 
Spirit, that is to say with the aid of His light and His 
power,” the pope added. 


HE SAID THE EFFECTS of the Holy Spirit on the 
work of renewal initiated: by the Second Vatican 
Council is crucial for internal Church unity, for the 
flourishing of vocations to the priesthood and 
religious life, for growth in the lay apostolate and for 
“the ecumenical process within Christianity and for” 
the-Church’s path in the modern world, which must . 
extend in the direction of justice and peace.” 


Pope John Paul urged the bishops to preach 
about the two anniversaries on Holy Thursday, April 


16, and on other occasions “in order that in every | 


local church and every community of the Church 
they may similarly be recalled and lived as they 
deserve. 


“While the chief task of our generation, and 
perhaps also of future generations in the Church, 
will be to carry out and make part of life the 
teachings .and guidance of the great (Second 
Vatican) Council, the anniversaries this year of the 
First Council of Constantinople and the Council of 
Ephesus, give us an opportunity for performing this 
task in the living context of the truth that lasts 
throughout the ages to eternity.”

Boston Stewardship Appeal lags; 
archdiocese is running out of funds 


BOSTON (NC)—Unless the Bos- 
ton archdiocese receives more 
money than it expects to receive from 
its Stewardship Appeal, it will run out 
of money for. centrally funded 
projects by March 31, 1982, Cardinal 
Humberto Medeiros said. 


. Ina memorandum sent March 19to 

budgetary units of the archdiocese 
concerning the budget for fiscal year 
1981-82, which begins July 1, 
Cardinal Medeiros said that unless 
the Stewardship Appeal, the arch- 
diocese’s. main fund-raising activity, 
brought in an additional $1 million, 
the archdiocese would not be able to 
fund its agencies for the whole of 
fiscal year 1981-82. 


‘THE CARDINAL told the agencies 


that.he. would approve budgets - 


“based, upon: anticipated revenue, 
which should be approximately $7 
million.” 


‘This amounts to a 25 percent cut.in 
support, said Father Peter V. Conley, 
communications coordinator for the 
archdiocese. 


The cardinal noted that, in the 
current fiscal year ending June 30, 
the archdiocese will have a deficit of 
nearly $1 million. He said he was 
using the only available funds to 
cover that deficit. 


‘CARDINAL . MEDEIROS pointed 
out that the total assessed on 
parishes of the archdiocese for the 
Stewardship Appeal is $6.2 million, 
and that the current response to the 
appeal is $5.2 million. 


The Stewardship Appeal is the 
major source of.funds for the 
centrally funded programs and 
agencies*of the archdiocese, 
including chancery offices, the 
priests’ retirement home, central 
Catholic high schools, the arch- 
diocesan newspaper, Catholic 
charities, and subsidies to poor 
cA Wales 


a a | 


Each parish has a quota to meet for 
the Stewardship Appeal, based on 
parish population, and parishioners 
pay the amount they pledge in a 
second collection taken up one 
Sunday each month. 


FATHER CONLEY said that, over 
the past 10 years, an average of 76 
percent of the money pledged to the 
Stewardship Appeal has been 
received. If every parish raised 100 
percent of its assessment, the 
archdiocese would have ‘adequate 
funding for the coming fiscal year, he 
said. 


Father Conley said contributions to 


_.the Stewardship Appeal have 


averaged $5.2 million. Another $1.8 


million comes to the archdiocese in 


wills and bequests, he said. 


“Archdiocesan charities, not the 
archdiocese, are in rin cite Se Father 
Conley said. 


The Catholic Charitable Bureau, as 
the archdiocesan Catholic charities 
are called, received more than half of 
its $5 million budget in state and 
federal contracts, he said, and 
another 20 percent from the United 
Way fund-raising organization.

‘.. this deplorable condition’

A few weeks ago | had planned to 
celebrate the Sunday Mass for farm 
workers who labor in the avocado 
groves in the hills near Temecula in 
Riverside County. Mass is regularly 
held for these workers on a hilltop at 
the end of a dirt road where workers 


~ gather from the nearby ranches. 


As fate would have it, torrential 
rains fell that Sunday, and the 
planned celebration of the Mass of 
the farm workers had to be cancelled. 
Dirt roads were impassible, workers 
were unable to walk to the meeting 
site, and no covering was available to 
protect those who did gather.:| was 
able, however, to visit one of the labor 
camps that was accessible by means 
of a paved road. There | met with 
some 21 workers gathered under a 
10x 10 plastic covering in the pouring 
rain. | did read the scripture lesson for 
that Sunday, gave a few reflections, 
and listened to the workers’ con- 
cerns. ~ 


OF THOSE 21 who gathered under 
that small plastic covering, the 


youngest was about 18 andthe oldest . 


about 45. Most of these workers have 
come from Mexico many times for 
work here in the United States and 
hope to return with whatever they can 
save. Most all the men have wives and 
families in Mexico. 


The pouring rain helped to 
highlight the deplorable conditions in 
which these men live. They use black 
plastic tarps or trash bags to shield 
themselves from the rain. Night and 
day, they are exposed to the open 


elements which are at their worst’ 


during the rainy season. There is no 
place where they can get warm or dry 
their few clothes. They cook over 
open fires and there is no electricity 
or refrigeration. Raw meat is strung 
on a line under the tarps to protect it 
from animals. There are no sanitary 
facilities and no means for a warm 
bath or shower. 


They also live like hunted animals, 
fearful that the immigration author- 
ities (‘“‘migra’’) will raid their 
campsites. They cannot go to local 
markets or stores for supplies for fear 
of being picked up, so they must 
depend upon the black marketeers 
(“fauqueros”) to supply food and other 
necessities at inflated prices. Their 


_hunted condition endangers them, as 


they have no recourse if not paid the 
minimum wage. There is the fear that 
when they have finished their work, 
they might be turned over to 
immigration authorities before being 
paid. When paid, they are potential 
targets for thieves. 


IN THE GREAT agricultural 
business of our state, there is a need 
for farm workers. The migrant farm 
workers are willing to do a job that is 
unwanted by many other people. 
These migrant workers are suffering 
an injustice, an evil that cries to all of 
us to be rectified. Our lawmakers 
must find means to allow these 
workers to come to the United States 
under the protection of the law. Their 
human rights must be protected. 
Employers must pay a fair and just 
wage and make every effort to 
provide decent working and living 
conditions. This must be done even if 
the political protection for migrant 
workers is not immediately forth- 
coming. 

Brothers and sisters, be aware of 
this deplorable condition. Our 
hurting and wounded brothers need 
legal protection. They need proper 
living and working conditions. 


Jesus told the story about Lazarus, 
another beggar who waited for the 
crumbs to fall from the table of the 
rich man. The men in the avocado 
groves at Temecula are Lazarus, 
sitting at the doorstep seeking the 
crumbs that fall from our tables.

| receive many calls each day from 
former parishioners and others 
throughout our diocese. Many are 
retired, and all have been reflecting 
upon what kind of stewards they have 
been with all that God has blessed 
them with. 


A number of calls lately have been 


. about our diocesan Pooled Income 


Fund, of which California First Bank 
is the trustee. Many people are 
interested in this type of fund, but a 
major concern is that it is only for 
people with a lot of money. 


WHAT ARE POOLED income 
funds? What do they do? Howdo they 
evidence good stewardship? And 
how do they benefit both the 
participant and the Church itself? 
These are important questions, 
especially today. 


Pooled income funds are relatively 
new devices for planned giving. They 
are in reality an encouragement by 
the federal government for people to 
make gifts during their lifetime and 
receive decided tax benefits, while 
retaining the right to receive interest 
income for the rest of the donor’s life. 


A donation of $5,000 or more may 
be placed in the fund and an 
immediate tax deduction based on 
the age of the donor is realized; the 
donor also‘receives a check every 
three months paying substantial 
interest. In the past three months, the 
interest payments have averaged 13% 
percent. 


WHY THE POOLED Income Fund? 
By establishing such a trust, people 
who wish to contribute to the many 
needs of the Roman Catholic Church 
in the Diocese of San Diego can 
participate. They make the contribu- 
tion now and the diocese receives the 


_ gift at the time of death. The amount 
_of the gift is not subject to gift taxes, 


‘nor is the amount in the fund included 


in evaluation of an estate for probate 


purposes. 


At the same time, these interest 
payments are received for the 
remainder of the life of the donor. A 
second beneficiary may even be 
named to continue the interest 
payments after the death of the 
Original donor. It is even conceivable 
that from the time the gift is made, 
more money will be paid in interest 
during the remainder of the donor's 
life than the total amount of the gift. 


Appreciated real estate and 
securities or bonds may be received 
by the fund at full value; there will be 
no capital gains taxes for such gifts. 
For example, if real property, 
improved or unimproved, was 
purchased for $10,000 in 1940, and its 
present value is now $60,000, the full 
amount is deposited in the fund and

interest is paid on that amount 
without capital gains on the $50,000 
profit. 


LIKEWISE,-1IF 100 shares of XYZ 
stock were purchased in 1970 for 
$2,000 and the stock is now donated 
to the fund at its present value of 
$12,000, full interest is paid and the 
capital gain of $10,000 is not assessed 
for tax purposes. : 


Besides receiving a monthly check 
at a high rate of interest which may 


vary according to current market. 


conditions, there is also a substantial 
charitable tax deduction for the year 
the gift is made. For example, a 
woman aged 65 making a donation of 
$10,000 to the Pooled Income Fund 
may claim $4,420 as a charitable 
deduction for the tax year in which it 
was donated. If this amount is more 
than she can use for that year, the 
balance may be extended for another 
five years. Also, if this woman wishes 
to name her daughter as a second 
beneficiary to receive interest upon 
her death, she may do so. 


Those who are participants in the 
Pooled Income Fund represent all 
walks of life, including retired priests. 
Most donors stipulate that the funds, 
when they become due, may be used 
by our bishop for the greatest needs 
in the diocese at that particular time. 
Or you may wish to particularly 
Specify your parish or parochial 
school or Catholic Community 
Services, for example, as the 
recipient of the funds. 


BY BECOMING a part of this plan, 
you are exercising good Christian 
stewardship, and you are planning to 
return to God in thanksgiving some of 
the many blessings you have received 
during your life.

Masada: Suicides or martyrs?

NEW YORK (NC) —After the 
Roman army sacked Jerusalem in 70 
A.D. a small band of Jewish rebels 
escaped into the Judean Desert to 
continue the struggle against foreign 
rule. The story of their heroic but 
unequal stand against the might of 
the Roman Empire is told in Masada, 
a four-part miniseries airing Sunday 
through Wednesday, April 5-8, at 9-11 


p.m. each night on KGTV, Channel 10 


in San Diego. 


From the mountain stronghold of 
Masada, a Hebrew word meaning 


. fortress, 960 rebels held off 5,000 


legionnaires until they were finally 
overwhelmed after months of siege. 
Rather than yielding to Roman 
slavery, the defenders chose death 
and Masada today is regarded as a 
national monument and a place of 
pilgrimage for many. Israelis. 


IN DRAMATIZING this historical 
event scriptwriter Joel Oliansky has 
chosen to tell the story mainly 
through Roman eyes. Obviously the 
wealth and power, political intrigue, 
and personal corruption of the 
Romans provide a lot more colorful 
material to deal with than the limited 
action of impoverished desert 
raiders, but the result is little more 
than another in a long line of Roman 
screen epics, 


In humanizing the conflict the 
script focuses on the Jewish leader 
(Peter Strauss) and the Roman 
commander (Peter O’Toole), -pre- 
senting both as equally sympathetic 
but flawed characters. O'Toole is in 
top form, outrageously but enjoyably 
mannered in a flamboyant role. His 
performance, however, tends to 
dominate center stage, pushing 


everything else, including Strauss, 
into the wings. 


Veteran director Boris Sagal has 
interjected a sense of energy into the 
whole enterprise, maintaining viewer 
interest through even the most 
ordinary scenes of expository 
dialogue. Like C.B. DeMille, however, 
what he does best is engineering 
large-scale action sequences with 
seeming historical authenticity and 
dramatic authority. 


IN PARTICULAR, the slowly 
tightening siege, the construction of 
a battering ram of skyscraper 


proportions and the anticipation of 
the final assault are meticulously re- — 


created and flawlessly executed. The 
alien barrenness of the desert locale 
and the rugged mountain soaring 
majestically straight up from the 
surrounding plain is a stunning 
background contributing mightily to 


Sagal’s marshalling of actors, props,. 


and special effects. - 


As an action epic, Masada justifies 
the long format. But the tragic climax 
in which the defenders choose 
suicide rather than captivity seems 
flat and strangely unmoving. The 
moral ambiguities of their desperate 
decision are left unexplored, seeming 
almost an act of fanaticism and 
unfortunately calling to mind the 


mass suicide of Jonestown, 


Missing too is any serious religious 
dimension to this struggle for the 
Promised Land. Instead, the events at 
Masada are presented as a symbol of 


Jewish nationalism and the deter- . 


mination of Israel never again to yield 
to its enemies, conveyed unmistake- 
ably by shots of an Israeli Army 
ceremony at Masada that are shown 
at the opening and conclusion of the 


“series. 


IT SHOULD BE noted, however, 
that Masada and its meaning for 
today is still a matter of some 
historical debate. The story is not a 
part of Jewish tradition but originates 
in the chronicles of Josephus, a 
Jewish historian of the period who 
wrote for the Romans. There was no 
corroboration of his account until 
recently archaeological excavations 
at the site seemed to confirm it. At 


_ present, however, these findings are 


still considered controversial. 
Whatever the motives of Josephus 
in recording the story, it makes good 
TV drama in the universal terms of the 
few against the many, of the op- 
pressed against the oppressor. The 
ambiguity of the mass suicide by 
Masada’s defenders, however, makes © 
the series inappropriate viewing for 
the youngest members of the family.
